PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

Mr. Wade made good his journey to Peking before the ice set 
in, and is now settled down as our representative. 

The Peking University is defunct ; but in its place has arisen 
the “Tung Mun Quan ”—a school, or college, of which Dr. W. A. 
P. Martin has been instituted president. Affairs in connection 
with this have not gone on smoothly, and are not yet settled. The 
new members have been appointed to the Tseng ti Yam—believed 
to be foreigners. One is Shen Kwei Fen. He was a Cabinet 
Minister, and lately Governor of Shansi. Another is Mau-chang- 
Hu, a superintendent of one of the boards, The third is Chung- 
lin, formerly a subordinate in the Tsung-li-Yamen. Weansing 
still remains poorly, and, it is said, wishes to resign office. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock, although he has got for us little or 
nothing by his new Convention—rather less than nothing in my 
opinion—yet deserves well of his country and of his countrymen. 
When left to himself he has acted nobly on several occasions both . 
as Consul and Minister in Japan and in China, and I feel assured, 
would yet do so if left to himself; but the Forcign-office having 
bound his hands they are to blame for his present failure. Many 
of his countrymen would have thought more of him if he had re- 
fused to be a party to any such Convention or Treaty, and rather 
have resigned than be compelled to accept it. I trust, should ho 
not come back, he will be entitled to a full retiring allowance. 

We lately had @ visit from a transport built for the Chinese by 
M. Giquel at Foochow ; she is evidently about 600 tons, a good 
model of French shape, barely finished inside, with very bare pine 
decks. Her two brass guns are too light in the breech, and always 
recoil as far as they can when being fired ; two iron guns are good. 
Her engines, also of French make, are too small for her, being only 
about 90-horse power ; they should at least have been 150-horse 
power. Some part of the engines has given way on several occa- 
sions, and a casting is now being made for her here. All on 
board are Chinese, captains and engineers. There are two cap- 
tains, first and second, and several mates. Neither of the captains 
or officers understand navigation, but they have some boys on 
board who were taught at Foochow. One of the captains, No. 2, 
came up and introduced himself to me as an old coolie of mine, 
and said that No. 1 captain was also an old coolie of mine, but 
afterwards turned pilot, and is now a small mandarin, and gets 
Tls, 200 a month. The vessel is said to have cost about 
Tis. 5,250,000, and Giquel's establishment at Foochow has cost in 
allabout three million taels, The Chinese are buying their in- 
formation at a dear rate, and it will only be poor at the best. If 
the Chinese are really anxious to improve, they must send home 
to Europe or America intelligent young men, after they have re- 
ceived a preliminary education at the college here ; then let them 
get a thorough school education in the West, and afterwards be 
apprenticed out to the different professions there, such as engi- 
neering in all its branches, shipbuilding, mining, &c., &c. This 
is what China requires, and without which she will do little good 
for herself ke 
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SHANGHAI. 
Dates by this mail are to Dec. 29. The outward mail vf Nov. 5, 
arrived on Dec. 24, with telegrams to Nov. 25. 
The following summary of news is from the Worth China Herald: 


We hear that the visit of the French Chargé d’Affaires to Nan- 
king bas been in every respect satisfactory; that he was most 
courteously received, and that all his demands connected with the 
late missionary troubles were readily acceded to. Count Roche- 
chouart intended shortly to continue his journey up the river, with 
the naval expedition which accompanies hinn. ; 

Steps are being taken by the Governor-General to relieve the 
distress apprebended among the farmers whose fields were laid 
waste by the overflow of the Yangtsze, and a proclamation has 
already been issued notifying the people that provision will be 
made for their draught cattle during the winter, and a small ad- 
vance of money be given to each tenant who lodges his buffalo in 
the official stalls; such cattle to be redeemed on the opening of 
the spring by the repayment of the amount advanced thereon at 
the time they entered the stalls. 

The result of the election of general officers for the Shanghai 
Fire Department during 1870 is as follows :—C. P. Blethen, Chief 
Engineer ; John Thorne, Kngineer for district No.1; F. E. Gwyn, 
do do., No. 2; and M. Teillot, do. do., No. 3. 

We mentioned some time ago that a list of transit charges was 
again prepared by order of the Inspector-General. Wehave now to 
atknowledge the receipt of a book of sixty-three pages, contain- 
ing very full “returns of the native charges, as far as they can 
be ascertained, levied on the principal imports and exports, at 
and near the different Treaty Ports in China.” A computation is 
also given of the quantities of goods on which such charges are 
levied, as compared with the quantities paying the transit dues 
specified by treaty. We have not yet had time to analyse the in- 
formation given, but shall take an early opportunity of doing so. 

We hear that the school for the instruction of Chinese in English, 
which has been lately carried on under official auspices in the 
city, is shortly to be removed to the Arsenal, where premises are 
being built for its accommoda ion. 

At the auction sale of the copyright and plant of the Shanghai 
Recorder and of the Supreme Court and Consular Gazette, the first 
was bought in at Tls. 1,00U and the latter at Tls. 400. 

Dr MacGowan delivered the first Temperance Society Lecture 
for the year at the Masonic Hall, on “the Correlation and Conser- 
vation of Forces.” It was weil attended, and seemed to be much 
appreciated. 

The following letter has appeared with reference to the new 
Coal Tariff :— 

“In the export tariff, according to the new treaty, I notice the 
following :— 


m. ¢. 
Coals, Native—at Southern Ports per 100 catties ... 0.5 
do at Northern Ports per 100 catties 4.0 


“The ton equals about 16.8 piculs; I think the above figures would 
therefore represent 84c. and Tls. 672 respectively per ton. The 
former just equals the price of coal at the pit’s mouth in England ; 
the latter is altogether prohibitive ; that it should beso is a great 
pity, as from specimens forwarded me some time ago from tho 
neighbourhood of Tientsin for analysis, | find the coal of that 
district is very superior, varying from moderately bituminous to 
anthracite. This latter variety (whose specific gravity is no less 
than 1.603) would be of great value for use in propelling steam- 
boats, where space is so valuable. 

On the other hand, Keelung coal is alight, highly bituminous 
quick-burning coal,—qualities that greatly reduce its value for 
steamboat use. Loping coal, us geographically so geologically, 
stands between that of Keelung and Tientsin. It would seem 
thus, that by the new treaty, the best coal will be shut out of the 
market. 

“ Although this matter is not perhaps one of general interest, I 
hope I may be excused taking up your valuable space, as the mat- 
ter affects foreign affairs in China more than would appear at first 
sight ; for cheap coal means cheap freights, and cheap freights 
mean increased imports and exports, which mean, though not quite 
80 logically, I fear, increased profits.” 

Messrs. Rainbow, Lewis,and Co., Nagasaki, have been adjudicated 
bankrupts on their own petition. 

An order has been made by the Court, on behalf of Messrs. 
Russell and Co., against the British barque Miseltoc, at Foochow, 
under arrest. 

The present mail bring over 300 bales of silk from Shanghai. 
The French Admiral Luciniere was conveyed to Saigon by this 
to assume the Government, as announced in our issue of 

an. 17, 

The following items are from the Courter of Dec. 23 :—~ 

Since the English mail left, on the morning of the 22nd, there 
have been few occurrences interesting to readers at a distance. 
The prevalence of small ee in the settlement has led to some 
discussion on the advisability of preventing the Chinese from 
practising innoculation which it is their custom to perform ex- 
tensively at this time of the year. 

The Chamber of Commerce will hold a meeting on Friday, the 
31st, for the purpose of considering a draft of a memorial to the 
British Foreign-office on the Revised Treaty. 


The Inspector-General of Customs has published a setof Tables, 
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giving the Inland charges on produce, so far as these have been 
ascertained by the various Commissioners at the Ports. The 
pamphlet shows many heavy taxes, and includes some notes of the 
“ squeezes” levied at tne Ports themselves, in addition to the 
stipulated duties. A writer in the Supreme Court and Consular 
Gazette points out many omissions and inaccuracies in the state- 
ments. . 


UNION STEAM NAVIGATION COMPANY. 

The half-yearly meeting of this company was held at the offices 
of Messrs. Glover, Dow and Co., on the 22nd Dec.; F. A Groom, 
Esq, inthe chair. The report will be found in our advertising 
columns in full. 

After the minutes of the last meeting had been read and F 
the Chairman said that the object of the meeting was to lay be- 
fore the shareholders the half-yearly report which had been pre- 
pared. As the report was already in the hands of the members, 
and spoke for itself, he would make very few remarks in addition, 
It was merely a half-yearly report, and it was not usual to write 
off anything for depreciation except once a year. The report was 
merely to show the earnings of the company, and what the steam- 
ers had been doing, and it would be seen that, notwithstandin 
the depression in freights, the result compared favourably with 
the corresponding half of last year. The most important matter 
which the directors had in consideration was the sale of the Aona. 
They had used every endeavour to dispose of it without sacrifice, 
but had been unable to do so. It could be sold in Japan only at 
a loss, owing to the depreciation of the currency, which amounted 
to a discount of 25 per cent. As would be seen by the report, it 
was proposed to pay an interim dividend of 6 per cent., aud a re- 
turn of 5 per cent. to the contributing shareholders. He would 
be glad to answer any questions. 

Mr. R. S. Gundry noticed that sundry debtors were put down 
for Tls, 10,000, freights outstanding Tls 20.0U0, and cash in hands 
of agents Tls. 35,000, and should like some explanation of the 
cause of these large amounts heing outstanding. 

The Chairman explained that a large amount had been earned 
from freight during September, the 7unsin having taken up Tis. 
4,000 and brought down Tis. 5,000 worth, which was not collected 
when the accounts were made up, but was got in immediately 
afterwards. It was not considered necessary to publish a detailed 
statement, but one had been prepared, which any shareholder could 
see. Asto the amount from sundry debtors, there were several 
shares which had been transferred, not paid up, and it was con- 
sidered unwise to push for payment, as it migtt place the indivi- 
duals in an awkward position, and lose freight to the company. 
Some of them had since been paid up. In regard to the sum in 
the hands of the agents, there is Tis. 20,000 in the hands of the 
agents at Kiukiang, a large sum being required for the half duties. 
He considered the amount was not excessive. 

Tong King Sing asked if interest was received on the shares not 
paid up, to which the Chairman replied that 12 per cent. had been 
received. 

Mr. Robertson asked if an offer of any kind had been made for 
the Rona. The Chairman stated that no offer whatever had been 
received. They had put it in the hands of their own agents, and 
another firm in Japan as well, and if there was any chance she 
would be sold. In answer to aninquiry by Mr Gundry as to the re- 
sult of the working of thesteamer Hona, he pointed out that although 
she was apparently losing, she brings up through freight to the 
company which they would not otherwise obtain, so that at the 
time she was making @ loss she was assisting the company very 
considerably. 

Mr. Robertson still thought that there was a limit at which it 
was advisable to run the Aona, as by doing so they were coming 
into contact with Messrs. Heard and Co, and others who might 
support them, and were thereby driving them off. The Chairman 
said that the directors had considered that, but as it would likely 
be necessary t lay up one of the steamers before the new season, 
the Hona would be required to take her place, and it was better 
to keep her running iu the meantime, so that she would not re- 
quire to get new officers and crew or to be refitted. 

It was then proposed by Mr. Gundry, seconded by Mr. Robert- 
son, and carried :— 

That the report and accounts as 
passed. 

Mr. Ashton said that there was an important question which 
he wished to bring forward the matter of the agency. The three 
years for which Messrs. Glover, Dow, and Co. were appointed would 
terminate on June 19th, and he would propose that they be 
reappointed for another three years from that date, dependent on 
a satisfactory arrangement being made as to godown accommoda- 
tion. ' 

The Chairman stated that the godown room was provided by 
Glover, Dow, and Co., to whom they belonged. They had no idea 
at first that so much would be required. They have to reserve 8 
large amount of room, as a steamer might co-ne in late with 2,000 
tons of the tea, and require at once to be reloaded. The &.S8.N. 
Company make no charge for the storage of cargo going up, an 
arrangement which his firm were not aware of when they took the 
agency ; and as seaweed and sugar took up a great deal of room, 
they actually made a loss on such freight. As mizht be generally 
known, they own nearly all the godown accommodation on the 
French bund, but were willing to transfer a portion to the company. 
They would like to see the company possess godowns of their own. 
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Messrs. Glover, Dow, and Co. had it in contemplation to establish 
bonded warehouses and to erect screw-pile wharves, although the 
scheme was not sufficiently worked out to lay it before the meet- 
ing, but they hoped to do go at the next meeting. 

Mr. A. Robinson considered that sufficient notice had not been 
iven for those who wished to discuss the question of the agency. 
t ought to be considered at the annual meeting. The Chairman 

said that notice had been given at the last annual meeting. Mr. 
Robinson believed that nothing had been then said about the 
godown accommodation. By the clause of the Deed of Settle- 
ment the appointment of agents had to be made at an Extraordin- 
General Meeting held after the 19th of June. Mr. Ashton 
said that he did not bring the question forward so much asa 
resolution as to have the matter discussed. Mr. Robinson said 
that with regard to the renewal of the agency and the question of 
godowns Messrs. Glover. Dow and Co., could put themselves into 
communication with the leading shareholders before the time that 
their appointment terminated. : : 

The Chairman remarked would that it be very inconvenient 
for the agents not to know before the busy season. The posi 
tion of the company would be greatly improved if an altera- 
tion were made. ‘Theirs had been the first deed that had 
been drawn up for a steamer company in Shanghai, and there 
were consequently several of its provisions which it was found 
could not be carried out ; for instance, they could not return ex- 
actly one third of the profits to contributing shareholders. There 
were other clauses which had been found to prevent their work- 
ing with the 8. 8. N. and N. C. 8. Companies. They could not 
make arrangements for & transfer of the agency in one day. 

It was ultimately decided that a meeting be called ina month 
hence, to take the question into consideration, and that before the 
meeting the directors lay before the sharaholders the alterations 
which they propose. : 

The Chairman, in answer to a shareholder's enquiry as to 
whether arranyements were being made for the purchase of a new 
steamer, said that the directors had not considered themselves 
justfied in buying one until the Rona is disposed of. They had 
Sirefully considered the matter, and thought it would be unwise to 
doso. They had an example of how easy it is to reduce the income. 
At the next annual meeting a proposal might be brought forward 
to increase the capital, but in the meantime it was considered inex- 
p-dient to do either. With s vote of thanks to the chairman the 
meeting terminated. 





HONG KONG. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock, with Lady Alcock, are passengers by this 
mail (French) to Calcutta, from whence they will proceed to Bom- 
bay overland and thence to London. 

While in Hong Kong Sir Rutherford was waited upon by two 
deputations, one from the Chamber of Commerce, and the other 
frm a public meeting, to express the diseatisfaction felt with the 
terms of the new treaty. The Hong Kong Daily Press gives the 
following account of the interview :— 

A deputation, consisting of a large number of members of the 
Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce, and of the committee ap- 

sinted at the public meeting, waited by aprointment upon his 
Fesocllency Sir Kutherford Alcock, K.CB, Her Majesty's Minister 
Pienipotentiary to China. to respectfully address him with refer- 
ence to the convention as to the revision of the Treaty of Tientsin, 
agreed to on the 23rd of October, 1869. 

After the deputations had been introduced, his Excellency said 
that he thought the best mode of procedure was for him to com- 
mence by explaining as tar as he was able the circumstances 
under which the negotiations had been concluded, and then hear 
the views which the deputations wished to express,and answer 
such questions as they desired to address to him. He pointed out 
in the course of the proceedings that it was not to be forgotten 
that he was the agent of Her Majesty's Government, and that he 
was bound to carry out its views, which were strictly for negotiat- 
ing with China as with a nation on an equality, and for abstaining 
from ora 4 from her any concessions that might either be dan- 
gerous to the power of the Government in China, or might tend 
to bring about political complications. The Chinese took the 
ground that they were not unwilling to place foreigners upon the 
rune trading footing as natives, but could not place them ona 

etter. 

With respect to inland navigation, they were willing to remove 
the restriction as to the class of boats that foreigners could use, 
whenever the natives themselves were willing to emp'oy steamers, 
in which case foreigners would equally be at liberty to do so. The 
Tug ou the Poyang Lake had on this account an importance. it 
being the com:nencement of a system that might be daveloped in 
the course of time. With respect to residence, the home Govern- 
ment was of opinion that present concessions were all that were 
Secured, and generally were against demands for any new pri- 
vileges. : 

Upon the question of the security for the carrying out the terms 
as to non-imposition of duties on foreign goods, H.E. said that 
thire was as good security as could be obtained in the fact that 
the Chinese Customs were bound to at once despatch an officer to 
investigate any case of squeezing, and that the Customs officials 
Were responsible to their central anthorities. He called attention 
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to the important fact that the present revision is not for another 
period of ten years, but leaves the Treaty open to further re- 
vision at any time. With respect to the non-application 
of the transit dues clause to native produce shipped from 
Hong Kong to a Treaty port, he held that injustice eouil be done 
to China if that stipulation were not made, and in regard to the 
colony, he was of opinion that this could not be refused if we pro- 
posed to recognise in China the same right and independence that 
was recognised in dealing with other nations. 

Respecting the extra duty upon opium, H. E. considered that it 
was a very small amount in comparison with the whole duty levied 
by the Chinese on the articlo, and that it would have been unwise 
to refuse it, when doing so might have jeopardised the whole of 
the Indian Revenue of £9,000,000. The Hon. J. B. Taylor ad- 
dressed the questions to H E., on behalf of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and Mr. Pollard, Q.C., did so on behalf of the committee 
appointed at the public meeting.

SAIGON. 

The following is the report of Messrs. W GQ. Hale and Co. :— 

Rice.—The demand for China and Japan hastruled comparatively 
quiet during the month, and as supplies for some time continued 
to reach us freely, prices, as anticipated in our last. went further 
in favour of purchasers, and contracts were made of 75,000 piculs 
round grain at from $1.42 to $1.36 per picul. Arrivals of grain 
then suddenly decreased, and for the last two weeks supplies have 
been coming forward very scantily; the market, consequently, 
rallied, and recent contracts are to be noted of 25,000 piculs, at 
$1.40 to $1.42 per picul. To-day $1.45 (=5s. 114d. per cwt. f 0.b.) 
is asked, which we give as our closing quotation; however, al- 
though our market this moment still seems to tend for a further 
advance, we hardly doubt that shortly a considerable reaction will 
take, place, as stocks which are now heavily accumulating up- 
country will soou need an outlet to this market. Tne quality of 
the new round grain now shows pretty fair already ; old rice has 
entirely disappeared. ‘The new long grain has come to market 
very early this season, and is in full supply ; some 20,000 piculs 
were taken for Mauritius at prices receding from $1 35 to $1.26, 
and we would still be able to-day to buy at only a slight advance 
upon this figure, say $1.28 per picul. 

Exports from this have been as follows:—For month, 169,853 
piculs. Total exports since January 1, 1869, 2 6.38.235 piculs. 

Freiauts.—Tonnage has been in good demand for Hapa tcee. 
Hong Kong, and especially for Japan, and rates show an advance 
upon those quoted in our last. During the last few days, however, 
the supply of disengaged Tonnage has been rather heavy, and a 
decline may be looked for. Home-charters are not offering, the 
high value of our article still precluding for the present almost 
every chance of business with Europe. 

Excranas rules much as last quoted and money continues 
dear; we quote; London, 6 months, with documents, 43. 7}d.; 
Paris, 6 montns, do. £5; Mauritius, 60 days, do 6.02}; Hong 
Kong, 30 days, do. 34 per cent. discount ; Singapore, 3 days, do.

Messrs Hale and Co. have also issued an annual statement of 
Exports, Shipping, &c., showing a large increase in the trade at 
Saigon. 





SIAM.

BANGKOK. 

The Siam Weekly Advertiser of Dec. 23 gives the following items 
of the burning of the body of the late Minister :-— 

The remains of the Chow P raya P’olat’ape were burned on the 
afternoon of the 16th. Their Majesties the Fie and Second Kings 
of Sivm visited the scene. ‘The First King reached the spot about 
five p.w. and H.M. the Second King soon after. About 300 sol- 
diers dressed in European style were present in honour of H.M. 
Most of the noblemen were in attendance upon his Majesty us 
well as in deference to the respected dead. His Hiyhness the 
ae Minister, by many Europeans styled the Regent, was present 
also. 

No formal invitation was sent to Europeans to be present, but 
many were tnere to witness the ceremony. H.B M.’s Consul 
General wis there inuniform. H.I.M.’s Consul, Mons. Dillon, was 
present, and being anew comer, was specially noticed by H.M. the 
Supreme King. Chinese and Siamese plays were being perfurmed 
for the entertainment of the assembled masses: f the people. The 
mourners were dressed in white and had their heads shaved. The 
usual distribution of money, by scattering limes among the crowd 
tuok place after the arrival of £1.M. the King. 

After H.M. had been on the ground about a quarter of an hour 
H.M. applied the fire. fastened to the end of a long stick, to the 
fuse, the moment it ignited, flash and a stream of tire ran to the 
coffin filled with combustibles which ignited and burued. The 
friends and others then each added candles and combustibles to 
the already ignited pile, and soon all that remained of the Mini-ter 
of Agriculture wero ashes and a few charred bones to be preserved 
by the bereft and admiring relatives of the deceased. 

Dr. Hoogenstraaten, the Netherlands East Indian Government 
Surgeon, performed operations on the eyes of his Lordship Chow 
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Phya Tipa Karawongsa Mahakosa Dhipati, the vice president of 
the great Siamese council, usually known as the Senabawdee. 
The confidential priests of his Lordship having fixed upon the pro- 
pitious day and hour, the operations were performed on Dec. 9, 
five p.m. ‘The first tests as to the prospective nature of the results 
of the operations were made on the 19th inst. at seven a.M, and 
we learn are very satisfactory. We hope that for the good of his 
Lordship and the satisfaction of the celebrated surgeon, the desired 
result will be fully realised, and be as complete a success as was 
the operation performed by the same surgeon upon his Roya: 
Highness Prince Kroma Mum Pomin in 1867.

TEA, 

SHaNnGuat.-—Black: There had been but little business during the in- 
terval, and there was nothing to report worthy of notice; the atock of 
11,000 chests consisted almost entirely of Teas of the lowest grades. Sup- 
plies were almost at an end, so far aa country Teas were concerned, bat 
spurious kinds could still be produced, should a demand arise; this, how- 
ever, was not probable.

SAIGON PRODUCE. 

The following is from Measrs. Kaltenbach, Engler, and Co.’s report, 
dated Jan. 8 :— 

Rice.—Stocks of old grain have become very insignificant of late, and 
enjoying no further attention by European exporters, the supplies which 
came still to the market were directed for Chinese account to Singapore or 
Hong Kong, and prices were therefore nominal. New Rice: According 
to the expectation expressed in our last iesue prices declined as far as’ 
$1.35 for round, and $1.26 for long grain, and would no doubt have ex- 
perienced a still more important reduction if, owing to more or less 
tounded reports by which our native population bas been alarmed, sup- 
plies from the interior had not almost entirely ceased. In consequence 
thereof, our market followed again an upward tendency, and some small 
contracts passed for round rice at $1.40§ to 1.42, for delivery within 
twenty days, were followed yesterday by another one at $1.48, deliverable 
within thirty-five days. We therefore may quote to-day round rice $1.48 
and long grain $1.30 to 1.82 Paddy: We have heard of no new con- 
tracts, and quote nominally 85 cents per picul. 

Corron.—Owing to small arrivals very little business has been done 
and last prices have been almost maintained. We quote $6.15 for an— 
cleaned, $20 for cleaned No. 1, and $18 for cleaned No. 2. The monthly 
exports amount to 1,070 piculs, 

Hipes.— Buffalo have been in less enquiry for Singapore, and consequently _ 
prices have given way to $8 to 8.25 per picul. Cow are offered in very. 
small lots only, and prices are unchanged, $11 per picul. = 

Horns.—Buffalo enjoy a good demand, and $83 per pical for heavy and 
middle sized horns are willingly allowed. 

Buack PePrEr.—The season has not yet commenced, but there are offers 
in the market to buy at $9 per picul delivery within three months, 

Cocoa-nuT O1.—Our market being without supplies we have to report 
a new advance in value. We quote $10 per picul.

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BURMAH AND WESTERN CHINA, 
(LEEDS MEROURY.) 


It is with almoet breathless interest that tidings from Dr. Living 
stone in Africa are read iu this country. A certain remance attaches 
to the great explorer, and the country in which he pursues his re- 
searches has been invested by the Geographical Society with an inte- 
reat. which, as long as the “ fit ison,” it acems vain to hope that we can 
attract to other parte of the earth's surface, though to our counts men 
the field of enterprise is, as well in a philanthropic as in a geographi- 
cal and commercial sense, vastly more important; and, moreover, 
scientifically, quite as inatractive as any discoveries which may be 
made in the interior of Africa, even when the true source of the 
Nile shall be at length discovered, Except the southern skirt of that 
continent, the Cape and Natal colonies, Africa has small interest for 
Englishmen. But with Asia some of our deepest interests are bound 
up. Fields of commercial enterprise are there open to us—countries 
waiting to be explored which lie in our path—at our doors, in fact, 
with population, products, and surroundings to which nothing in 
Africa can pretend, and yet we neglect exploration; nay, as a 
Government, we positively decry the efforts of those persons who, 
in their private capacity, are eager to inquire and explore. In 
this point of view we know of no more urgent demand at the present 
moment thin the solution of a practical trade route between Great 
Britiin and We-tera China across British Burmah, from Rangoon. 
Surely it is p-ssible to arrive at some sati-fictory resolve upon this 
surject. A grew deal of very interesting information hag recently 
been publi-hed at Snanghii in resy-ect. to the rich country lying, south 
and north, at the bead of the Upper Yangtze. The explorera to whose 
reports we refer, were Mr. Consul Swinhoe. and Mes-ra. Michie and 
Francis, deputed by the Shanghai Cham)er of Commerce to accompany 
Mr. Swinhoe. Their testimony as to the fertility and value of the 
rich provinces of Szechuen and Yunan, however it may be calculated 
to excite the commercial envy of the Shanghai merchants, is but 
confirmatory of our previous knowledge of thia part of China. But 
Shanghai is not the natural outlet fur the provinces of Szechuen 
aud Yunan. The course of the great river renders it impos- 
sible that it should ever be 80. The shipping which ie destined to 
supply the wants and carry away the produce of thoxe regions must 
now piss to and fro across the Bay of Bengal from the Suez Canal, 
and we will hope that it cannot be long before we see the port of Ran- 
goon thus become almost a second Shanghai. But this reats with our 
Government. We siy our Government, because, thongh the steps 
should be taken by the Government of India, the latter is now so 
deeply absorb:d with its financial deficiency that we fear nothing 
short of an “ Imperial” reminder will prove an incentive to action ; 
thouyh here again we are from indulging over much hope. The mo-t 
doughty champion of the project of opening an overland commercial 
way between Rangoon and China—Captain Sprye—appears each ses- 
sion, map in hand.

A disturbance is expected in Cork ; the Premier is anxiously pre- 
paring a reply toa deputation from a monster meeting held the previous 
Sundiy in Hyde Park; or perhaps, failing these grounds of Minis- 
terial exitewent, the venerable fathers of “the Council of India” have

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OPIUM VERSUS CHRISTIANITY. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


Of late we have had in the Chinese Recorder, from the pens of 
the missionaries, several articles on Opium. The first is headed 
“ Opium Smoking in China,” and ufter referring to an excellent 
and most thorough review of this subject published in the North 
China Herald of April 1, 1868, in the shape of a reply to the me- 
morial of Messrs. Jardine. Matheson. and Co., it calls attention to 
the testimony of D. B. McCarter, M.D., for twenty-five years a 
medical missionary of the American Presbyterian Church at 
Ningpo. Ina letter to the editor of the Recorder he says :— 

It would be difficult to estimate accurately the extent to which opium 
amoking prevails in and about Ningpo; I should judge that it has in- 
creased threefold since I came to Ningpo, twenty-tive years ago. The 
number of low dens for smoking opium has fearfully increased since the 
legalisation of the sale of opium was forced upon the Chinese. As tothe 
effects of opium on the smokers—1st. Physically, it enervates them, gra- 
dually undermines their constitution, and very frequently, either from 
their inability to procure the drug, or from its losing its effects upon 
them, or (as in several instances that have come under my observation), 
owing to @ resolute endeavour to break off the habit, an incurable opium 
diarrhaa sets in, and carries off the victim in a short time. 2. Morally 
it not only undermines the physical constitution, it also blinds the moral 
senses, and in aggravated or over-coufirmed cases there is no depth of 
meanness or depravity to which the puor wretches will not stoop to stop 
the insupportable craving for the drug. Two instances have come under 
my own personal observation where young men who had contracted the 
habit of opium smoking were constantly involving their friends and re- 
lations in disgrace and trouble by their petty thefts and other scandalous 
expedients to obtain the means of procuring opium, that their own pa~ 
rents with the consent of the — — (here follow two Chinese characters 
without explanation), caused them to be sewed up in mats, carried down 
the river, and while the relatives sat down on the banks to witness the 
deed, had the poor shrieking wretches, begging for life at the hands of 
their own parents, deliberately placed under water, and, after the lapse of 
half-an-hour or less, caused the corpse to be taken out and carried off to 
be buried. 

Let us hope that Dr. McCarter, for the sake of humanity, took 
some steps to prevent the double murder of which he was witness. 
We must give the testimony of the Rev. Robert Grover, M D., of 
the American Southern Baptist Board in Canton ; he writes :— 

In your note of Sept. 21 you ask my views on the following points :— 
(1) To what extent opium smoking prevails in the region under my obser- 
vation? and (2) what is the effect of opium upon those who use it? For 
the last seven or eight years I have travelled on an average over 1.QuU0 
miles a-year by native boats. Never but once have 1 been on a passage 
boat on which no opium was smoked. In that boat there were but eight 
passengers, and two of these confessed that when not travelling they 
smoked opium twice daily. “We may feel safe in saying that at least 
80 per cent, of the mercantile class indulge in opium. These men form 
the bulk of the passengers on the native boats, of which traveller class, 
though connected with the Yamen, we may say that opium smoking is 
almost universal among them. I do nut think that 90 per cent. would 
be too high a figure for this class of men. As to soldiers, I should think 
the opium smokers among them amount to 40 or 50 per cent. The 
farmers smoke less than any other part of the population; but 1 am in- 
formed that in many places where native opium is cultivated its use is 
almost universal ainong the labouring classes, The native drug is said to 
be much weaker and less injurious in its effects than the imported article. 
On the whule, I think we should be below ratber than above the mark in 
saying that one-fourth of the adult male inhabitants of China are ad- 
dictrd to the use of opium. 

The « ffects ofopium smoking are (1). Physiologically : excitement, caused 
by nervous restlessnes and talkativenes-, sleep, and as one becomes more 
and more aildicted to the habit, loxs uf appetite, emaciation, a dull leaden 
hue, stiff movements and gait, obstinate constipation, and uccasion lly skin 
diseases. (2) Socially: late rising and loss of time, resulting from the time 
required for smoking and the subsequent sleep, expense, pradually exhaust- 
ing a man’s means, and driving him to the greatest shifts to satisfy his 
craving, such as the neglect of his family, pawning all the furniture and 
clothes, and selling the children, the gradual sapping of the strength and 
vigeur, rendering a man more and more untit for the duties of lite. (33) 
Morally: testiness and manifestation of anger under provocation, like 
thit noticed in several nervous persons, and I nay add that the Chinese 
say, and not, I am persuaded, without reason, that as the use of alcotulic 
stimulants tends to make men hot-tempered and vivlent, so that of opium 
makes them given to lying, dupheity, and trickery. The babit of opium 
simoking is more dangerous than that of taking alcohol, on account of the 
insidivusness of its approach, and the difficulty of escaping from its clutcbes. 
This vampire seems to suck all the moral courage out of aman. As to 
deeds of violence opium must yield the palm to alcohol. 

The next article, on the Extent of, and some of the Evils of 
Opium Smoking, is by J. Dudgeon, M.D., Peking, who writes :— 

Ever since the introduction of opium into Cuina, its consumption has been 
steadily increasing. Previous to 17467 the quantity imported from India 
did not exceed 200 chests, of 100 cutties each, but in that year it rose to 
1,000 chests; in 1800 the importation had reached 2,00U chests ; it was in 
this year that the determined oppositicn of the China Government com- 
menced. In 1836 the number of chests was 36,000, in 1866, we learn f:0n 
vourj urnal, it reached over 81,000 chests. 
sad tale. 

The name Antipien, which is supposed to be of foreign origin, 
occurs in the Pen Tsuo, and is traceable to the reign of Wan-lich 
(1596), at which time itis meutioned by one writer under this 
name. It is thus seen that the drug was well-known in China before 
the Vortuguese and the East India Company tea traffic, the Chinese 
had long ag» discovered its general properties, and had found it of 
benefit in chest complaints, dysentery and diarrhea. My own ex- 
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perience is limited to a few years’ residence in the capital, where 
the most stringent regulations exist, and where it is occasionally 
punished, as ¢g., when a great crime or calamity occurs, an 
atrocious murder ora great conflagration takes place, or when 
new officials succeed to office. Out of the 18,510 patients, of all 
classes and both sexes, seen at the hospital of the Fnglish Mission, 
Peking, during five ycars, 634 were opium smokers. with one or two 
exceptions, aii men who applied solely to be cured of the constant 
habit. Upon careful enquiry and comparison of statements I find 
the following may be taken as approximinately true. Among 
small officials forty per cent are opium smokers, merchants twenty 
i cent., their courage is not great—apprentices, fur the most part 
om the neighbouring provinces, living with their employers, and 
who dare not be found neglecting business ; seventy to eighty per 
cent. of the followers, attendants, and male servants of mandarins. 
By far the largest number who have applied for relief belong to 
this class ; the vice stood in the way of their promotion, or their 
continuance in office ; thirty to forty per cent. of the female attend- 
apts of officials ; twenty to thirty per cent. of the fighting soldiery, 
and the same per centage among che literary class ; fifty per cent. 
of the eunuchs in the palace, and one of that class who applied for 
relief told me there were over 3,000, and that they had an opium 
shop in the palace, at the foot of the throne. They lately set fire in 
_ this way to the Imperial Repository, which is just now being re- 
built ; thirty to forty per cent. of the Reserve Military Force or 
bannersmen ; four or five per cent. of agriculturists and field 
labourers ; from forty to sixty per cent. in places where it is grown, 
asin Shansi, The maximum quantity is two taels, or ounces, in 
twenty-four hours, and the minimum five candareens to begin with. 
Oae mace costs here 6U0 cash, or nine cents ; in 100 smokers the 
per centage is about the following : thirty smoke from three to four 
mace or drams, twenty smoke from two mace, twenty smoke from 
one mace, twenty smoke from five to twenty or thirty grains, ten 
smoke one tael or more and upwards. 

In this article we have a great many extracts, all of the strangest 
description possible. I annex afew: Sir. R. Inglis quoted the 
following in the British Parliament, April 4, 1843. in the opium 
debate, from the Butuvia Gazette, being an account by an individual 
who has visited one of the opium houses. He describes what he 
saw in what he calls “this anti-chamber of Hell.” He saw 
Malays, Chinese, men and women, old and young, in one house, in 
mass, in ove common horde, wallowing in their filth, beastly, sensual, 
devilish, and that under the eye of a Christian Government. All 

of its immoral and demoralising effects. They steal, sell 
roperty, children, wife, and finally commit murder to obtain it. 
here is one point of difference, as one observes, between the 
intoxication of ardent spirits and that of opium. and that is the 
tenfold force with which any argument against the former applies 
to the latter. There is no slavery on earth to compare with the 
bondage into which opium casts its victims. An extract from the 
letter of an opium smoker says, “The evils of opium are great. 
Those who love it lose their property, waste their time, destroy 
their morals, and injure their reputation ; those who have abilities 
become dull and stupid, their strength and vigour change into 
wenkness and frailty, they fall into a low stage, and sink into the 
rank of demons. All the bamboos growing on the Southern 
Mountains would be insufficient to describe all the evils uf opium. 
It would take all the water of the North Sea to wash away the 
stains of opium from the heart.” 

A literary man from Nanking, in 1836, said, “ Sleeping smokers 
are like corpses, lean and haggard as demons. It throws whole 
families into ruin, dissipates every kind of property, and destroys 
man himself. The youth who smoke shorten their days; those 
in middle hfe hasten the termination of their years. It wastes 
the flesh and blood until their skin bangs down like bags, and 
their hones are as naked as billets of wood. When he has pawned 
everything in his possession, he will pawn his wife and sell his 
daughters.” What did the distinguished Lin write to Queen 
Victoria? “In the ways of Heaven no partiality exists, and no 
sanction is allowed to the injury of others for the advantage of 
one’s se]f; and in man’s natural desires there is no diversity—all 
seek life. To seek one’s own advantage by other men’s 
injury is abhorrent tothe notion of man, and utterly opposed to 
the waysof Heaven.” Hundreds of quotations of this sort might 
be adduced. Tan-Kwang, the present Emperor’s grandfather, 
said, “It is true I cannot prevent the introduction of the floury 
sta ; gain-sceking and corrupt men will, for profit and sensuality. 

efeat my wishes, but nothing will induce me to derive a revenue 
from the vice and misery of my people.” What a noble declara- 
tion, when he was urged, in 1844, to legalise the traffic, ic., dc. 

If these arguments have no weight with our merchants, I am 
afraid the pecuniary, social, political, moral and religious interests 
of millions of inhabitants of China and the Eastern Archipelago 
will bave none. 

Further “ Notes on Opium ;” by G. J. Dudgeon, M.D.—The 
fullowing is the substance of a Memorial which appeared in the 
Peking Gazette, 13th and 14th February, 1869, fiom a censor, in 
which he prays that the production of the drug may be done away 
with, as destroying the means of subsistence, and hence the lives 
of the people. “It is the duty of the State,” he says, “to pro- 
vide for the wants of the people, and this opium is destroying the 
very foundation on which the State rests. Food is like heaven to 
the people ; planting opium is like nourishing disease. It entered 
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the country first at Kanliang, and then it spread to Shensi, where 


it now growsevery wherein abundance. There arein each hacin mor & 
than 10,000 mowof land, and in the provinces more than one milliv® 
mow, under cultivation; and, allowing three mow of land for one 
man for a year, which is the calculation, there is therefore in each 
province a deficiency of food sufficient to support some 10,000 
men. The root must be removed, if opium smoking is to be 
abolished ; and in this way only can the people have plenty and 
life be nourished. 

“In Kansah and Shensi, where it was first planted, the people 
made money, and the mandarins also made much gain from the 
duty licence ; and this plan they adopted to increase the reve- 
nues of a eg appointment. It would be easy to forbid its culti- 
vation if the yamen did not make so much by it. If the great 
officers of the Government took the matter up in earnest, their 
action would resemble the sea ; darkness flies away at his rising ; 
50 would it be with opium ;” &c., dc. The Emperor has received 
this memorial. 

Some relate that opium smoking was first practised in the year 
1666, but it is only since the commencement of the present cen- 
tury that it has hecome so widely known and used, and a know- 
ledge of the regular cultivation of the plant and inspissation of 
the juice has obtained. It has been known as a drug for three 
hundred years. Its medicinal properties and qualities, botany, 
and preparation, are described quite minutely by tne early writers. 
Opium is now the staple production of Souchow, the so called 
garden of China. Formerly the adjoining province of Yunan 
supplied itself and the neighbouring districts with this drug. In 
Souchow the poppy has found a genial and well-watered soil ; and 
by reason of the great internal trade and means of communica- 
tion a ready market aleo. The opium produced in this province 
now supplies all the Western Provinces ; corroborative proof of this 
may be found in the fact that, compared with other articles im- 
ported into the great emporium of H inkow, which is the limit (so 
to speak) of the foreign drug, it is said that there is a compara- 
tively small import of opium. The native drug is finding its 
way down the great rivers travelling eastward. 

From the observation of several Europeans who have travelled 
in Manchuria it would appear that the drug is even there, in 
that remote region, extensively grown. There, as in Szechun, 
the whole country for miles looks white with the poppy flowers. 
Since the opening of the Yangtsze to foreign trade it appears that 
the native drug in the interior ha: become one-half cheaper, and 
the number of smokers has been trebled. An acre, at oue place, 
is said to yield 2U0 taels weight of the drug, and is 20 per cent. 
cheaper than Indian opium. At another place, also in Manchuria, 
which is sown on a larger scale, an acre yields only 100 taels 
weight, At Kirin the cultivation of the poppy is still vaster. 
About 300 piculs are yearly brought to the market, and some of it 
is said to he offered for sale in Newchwang ; the native drug is 
milder, and more highly flavoured than Indian. 

The whole of this large native trade is the growth of the last 
five years. The corruption, indifference, and weakness of the 
officials and Guvernwent permit this ; and, with a soil and cli- 
mate well adapted for its growth, it threatens to overrun the land. 
Its cultivation has been unsuccessfully tried in some of the sea- 
board provinces, owing to the resistance of some of the officials, 
who found that sufficient land would not be left to produce food 
for the people. With depopulation rapidly increasing, from famine, 
poverty, discase, misrule, and the drug itself, the culture of the 

lant is likely to increase in other parts of China, and strengthen 
its hold where it now exists. The great increase in its cultivation 
and consumption is the natural result of its legalisation. Now, 
opium smokers are free from all risk of decapitation, punishment, 
or banishment. It is now so much cheaper that the very poorest 
smoke. Formerly it was confined to the “ upper ten.” 

We wish, for the sake of Christianity and China, merchants and 
missions, humanity and British honour, philanthropy and popula- 
tion, commerce and capital, that we might see the end of this nefa- 
rious traffic. Foreign merchants must look more and more to their 
manufactures. The opium trade will some day soon puss out of 
their hands if the Chinese Government take no active measures to 
put down native cultivation. They will then have cause to regret 
ever having forcibly introduced an article which has depopulated 
and impoverished the country, and ruined their own market, the 
largest in the world, for cotton goods. 

The next article is named “A Parable,” by some one who is, 
apparently with reason, ashamed to give his name. He commences, 
Reader, did you ever hear of the Thugs of [ndia, the ferocious wor- 
shippers of the goddess Kali? Since a.p. 1810, British power has 
been rigorously exerted to exterminate them. . I used 
to think that I had never seen a Thug, but a dream I had 
the other day has occasioned horrible suspicions in my mind 
that these sanguinary devotees are not confined to India, 
and taught me lessons which I shall leave you to find out for 

ourself, as I did. In my dream, then, I found myself living ins 
and where Thuggism prevailed, and was rapidly extending. The 
tenets and practices of the sect, though of cuurse multiplied by 
circumstances, were essential.y the same as those just described. 
But poison was substituted for the rope, and with a squeamishness 
singular enough in men who set so small a value on human life, 
any other method of violently taking it was regarded as criminal.

THE NEW CONVENTION.—MEMORIAL TO LORD 
CLARENDON. 

Tue Memorial of the Committee appointed at the meeting 
of China merchants, held on the 13th ult., with reference to 
the revision of the Treaty, has been forwarded to Lord Cua- 
RENDON, with a request for an appointment for a deputation 
to wait upon his lordship as early as possible after the ar- 
rival of Sir Rutraerrorp Axtcock. The Memorial com- 
mences with an allusion to the fuct that, in anticipation of 
the revision of the tariff and commercial articles of the 
Treaty, a variety of information was supplied to Her Ma- 
‘JEsTY's Ministers by the British merchants in China, which 
it was expected would form the kasis of any alterations effected 
in the Convention ; and much disappointment was experi- 
enced when it was found that the suggestions made to the 
Minister were not in any way embodied in the new Treaty. 
It would have been preferable, the Memorial continues, to 
have left matters in statu quo, as the alterations now pro- 
posed constitute no improvement upon the original Treaty. 
Although in some minor matters concessions have been 
granted by the Chinese, these are only an equivalent to con- 
cessions of much greater importance on the other side. The 
Memorial next proceeds to consider the results accruing 
from the opening of new ports, where, it observes, merchants, 
warned by past experience of land purchases, are hardly 
likely to settle ; and it goes on to say :— 

Tea and Silk can hardly be expected to desert their accustomed channels 
for these new outlets. British manufactures will in all probability be 
taken to an even less extent than at the adjnining ports, Kiukiang in the 
one case, and Ningpo in the other ; while such traffic as may exist will 
fall far short of those extensive and regular transactions which alone can 
repay the cost of foreign establishments. So long as access to China can 
be procured only by resorting to specific ports, every new one that is 
opened must be reckoned as something gained, even though the commer- 
cial results should prove insignificant. But your memorialists entertain 
a decided opinion that the object to be aimed at by British diplomacy is 
less to multiply the number of these fixed resorts than to obtain a general 
right of travel and settlement for the peaceful trader. How little this 
desideratum is accomplished by the Convention is sufficiently shown in the 
somewhat humiliating provisions of Supplementary Rule 7. It must be 
remembered tbat besides the expensive Consular and foreign Custom 
House establishments called for by the opening of a Treaty Port, foreigners 
commencing business there are practically obliged to purchase land, and | 
build houses and warehouses at a heavy outlay, since they are restricted 
to a special concession of ground on which such conveniences rarely exist, 
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or where from the absence of competition to eell or lei the native owners 
soon learn to exact excessive prices. This property it becomes difficult or 
ruinous to abandon, should the trade prove unsuccessful, as has already 
been the case at several Treaty Ports. Whereas, if British subjects were 
permitted to trade with their goods from point to point as openings offered, 
they might avail themselves of native buildings, establish inexpensive 
agencies, and enjoy facilities for fostering the small beginnings of trade iu 
promising localities. Consular establishments and Foreign Inspectorates 
at the leading centres of business could then be made to suffice ; and if the 
desire to extend peaceful intercourse really existed on the part of the 
Chinese Goverament, it ought not to be difficult to settle the regulations 
required to work it successfully. 


Allusion is next made to the remaining concessions so called, 
which in many cases the memorialists regard more in the 
light of restrictions. If the bonded warehouses now per- 
mitted to be established are to be owned by the Chinese Go- 
vernment, few would think of leaving their merchandise in 
the custody of native officials, leaving out the question of a 
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difficulty in obtaining insurance against fire. The remaining 
stipulations are summed up in the following brief remarks :— 

British subjects are already permitted to visit “ all parts of the interior 
under passports,” and may “ build or open houses, warehouses, churches, 
&c.” Article XIV. of the old Treaty authorises them to hire boats and 
coolies without restriction of place. On the other hand, the present Con. 
vention prohibits steam vessels (perhaps the most effectual agency in 
opening up China), as well as the use of any private or national flag in 
the interior, and restricts residence to renting for short periods inns or pri- 
vate houses, on which merchants are not even at liberty to display their 
business, name, or designation. Shipbuilding materials of foreign origin 
have hitherto been admitted free of duty, under the heading of ‘‘ ship's 
stores,” specified in the Treaty of Tientsin, though now to be restricted to 
such as are used for repairs only—a restriction likely to lead to much 
difficulty and dispute. The reduced duties on such small matters as 
watches, tin plates, pepper and timber may perhaps relieve foreign trade 
to the extent of £3,500 per annum; while the remission of all duty on 
foreign coal and guano may involve an amount of £3,200 per annum. The 
provisions designed to develop the production of Chinese coal may gradually 
become of service, although hitherto the coal has been found of very in- 
ferior quality. Foreign grain (i.¢., rice) is already admitted duty free 
under the Treaty of Tientsin, and its re-exportation without paying export 
duty rectifies a practical injustice, which could only have brought in an 
inappreciable aum to the Castom-house. Such, on a careful examination 
of the Convention, are all the articles which your memorialists can discover 
as professing to confer benefits upon British trade. 

The Memorial then enters upon a new branch of the sub- 
ject, and proceeds to the consideration of the additional re- 
strictions upon British trade which are imposed by the sup- 
plementary convention. Passing by the Opium Duty ques- 
tion, the increased export and transit duty on Silk and the 
new provisions with regard to the payment of duties upon 
Cotton and Woollen manufactures are alluded to; and from 


the observations upon these heads we extract the following :— 

Your Memorialists cannot but regard it as an ecunomic mistake to bave 
assented to the artificial raising in price of this important raw material, 
at a time when exceptional causes have for some years past lessened the 
supply and enhanced its cost. From these unforeseen causes manufac- 
turers in this country and on the continent have been conducting their 
business at a disadvantage, which would be increased by any further addi- 
tion to the cost of raw silk. It has been alleged that the duty is raised be- 
cause it had fallen materially short of the 5 per cent. ad valorem, which is 
the basis of the tariff. It can hardly be considered equitable, however, 
that the present exceptionally high prices should govern a readjustment of 
theduty. In former years silk ruled at a price which made the 10 taels duty 
a much nearer approach to 5 per cent. ad valorem, and should the disease now 
prevailing among the silkworms in Europe disappear, prices may revert to 
their old standard. It may fairly be demanded too that if the silk duty is 
to be revised because it is proportionally too low, the tea duty ought to be 
revised because it is proportionally too high, being at present something like 
124 per cent. upon its cost. The addition to the Imperial revenue from the 
extra 10 taels duty on silk may be estimated at £110,000 per annum. As- 
suming that the inland charges have hitherto amounted to only half the 
export duty, the extra five taels to be levied under the name of tran- 
sit duty would amount to £70,000, making a total benefit of £210,000 
per annum conceded to China by this one article of the Convention. 
In the preceding remarks a comparison has alone been made between the 
duties strictly leviable under the existing treaty, and the increased charge 
proposed by the new Convention. But it is well known that silk is already 
burdened with a much higher scale of taxation than the recognised tariff ; 
and the illusory character of the remedy promised by the Convention for 
such exactions—namely, a return of the amount upon sufficient proof—may 
be eatimated by the following particulars. Mr. Fitzroy, formerly Commis- 
sioner of Customs at Shanghai, in his official report, dated March 15, 1867, 
saysthat silk coming from theinteriorto Shanghai pays more than 30 taels per 
bale (equal to 37°50 taels per picul) as transit dues. Foreigners, to escape this 
excessive levy, took out transit passes at 6 taels per picul. It now appears 
that the Chinese have met this move by taxing the native dealers in silk 
instead of their produce; and licences to trade are issued to them at the 
rate of 26 dollars on every bale of raw silk, and 36 dollars on every bale of 
thrown silk passing through their hands, or equal to about 18°6 taels and 
26-8 taela respectively per picul. 

Of even greater interest to this country, and especially to our manu- 
facturing districts, is the provision which enacts that cotton, linen, and 
woollen goods and cotton mixtures are henceforward to pay import daty 
and transit duty together to the Custom-house at the time of importa- 
tion, instead of the former system, by which import duty alone was paid 
by the importer, and the transit duties adjusted as the goods passed on to 
the marts of the interior. If it could be shown, as the even probable 
operation of this change, that foreign manufacturers, from the simple fact 
of their being foreign, could pass freely and untaxed throughout the 
eighteen provinces of China, freed by the one extra payment at the port 
of entry, the new system would be a real boon to trade, and would be 
most cordially welcomed by your Memorialists. But a twofold ob- 
jection here presents itself: first, that the Convention does not pro- 
fess to do so much as this; and, secondly, that there is no guaran- 
tee offered, nor even provision suggested, for the effective fulfilment 
of what it does profess to accomplish. The Convention simply provides 
that the goods are to circulate freely in Treaty Port Provinces without 
certificates; but it appears that whenever they leave such province, and 
reach their declared destination, they become subject to any imposts that 
the local authorities may think proper to levy. The Treaty Port Pro- 
vinces are only eight (or with the new port of Wuba, nine) in num- 
ber, and the effect of the regulation will be to discourage the use of 
British manufactures in one-half of China. Instead of being a step in 
advance, this stipulation is a distinct forfeiture of a former treaty privilege, 
for the Treaty of Tient-in provided that British subjects desiring to 
convey goods to an inland market might exercise the option of paying a 
transit duty of 24 per cent. ‘on payment whereof a certificate sball

be issued which shall exempt the goods from all further inland charges | h

whatsoever.” It is true that the bad faith of the Chinese has made this 


article generally inoperative ; but it will not be denied that the object of | 


British policy should be rather to ensure a better observance of existing 
privileges than voluntarily to abandon them when once acquired. The 
second objection above referred to is that a compulsory payment of transit 
daty by the importer will fail to protect the guods sv charged from further 
exactions, even in the Treaty port provinces. The chief markets of the 
interior are foand in the regions watered by the two great rivers, the 
Hoang-ho and the Yang-tsze with their tributaries, amid which exists the 
most extensive system of waterways in the world. These serve to irrigate 
an area of five hundred thousand square miles, and afford the principal 
means of communication to a population exceeding one hundred millions, 
British manufacturers have hitherto done little more than reach the ont- 
akirts of this vast territory. To the people beyond, their heavy cost be- 
‘comes nearly prohibitory, owing partly to charges of transmission, but 
mainly to multiplied local transit dues levied at successive barriers on the 
way from the port to the interior, and to other internal taxation. This 
system of taxation is deeply rooted in the usages of the country; and its 
main evils consist in the excessive amount of duties repeatedly paid in 
the course of a lengthened journey, and in the mode of levy, which is 
aften capricious, arbitrary and uncertain, not regulated by the central 
authority at Peking, bat by the edicts of provincial governors, or even 
of subordinate local authorities. The convention in stipulating for the 
additiunal compulsory payment of 24 per cent. at the port of entry makes 
No practical arrangement whatever for the abatement of these evils, and 
offers no system of redress in the certain event of their continuance. 
Merchants are invited to rely upon an engagement of the same Govern- 
ment which has so signally failed in keeping previous promises; and they 
may be pardoned for showing some suspicion that the new article will not 
de better observed than the old. Indeed, it has always been feared by 
your memorialists that even if the Central Government really desired to 
abolish all internal dues in the Treaty port provinces, they would have 
difficulty in doing so, The provincial authorities have to provide their 
Own revenues without subsidies from Peking, and it will not be found an 
@asy matter to make them forego a convenient and accustomed method of 
taising funds by taxing foreign commodities. If your Lordship were able 
to assure the mercantile community that Government possessed or were 
prepared to exact effectual guarantees for the fulfilment of this stipulation, 
the case would be altered; but the mere written engagement of the 
Chinese Government can scarcely be considered of more value now than 
in 1868, or than in all the years that have intervened ap to the present 
time. 

For the foregoing reasons your Memorialiets look upon the compulsory 
‘payment at the port of entry of the 24 per cent. transit duty as likely to 
prove an additional impost on British manufactures in the nine Treaty 
iproviaces, while the right of exemption which we now possess from further 
-exactivns in excess of the transit duty throughout the reatof China is re- 
flinquished. On reviewing the whole of the foregoing fiscal alterations, it 
wwill be seen that while the concessions yielded by the Chinese amount to 
only £6,700 per annum, those granted to them amount to £790,000 per 
-anoumn, or, omitting the tax on Indian opium, to £380,000 per annum 
tthe great bulk of which will have to be borne by the trade of this country’ 


After a brief allusion to the provisions of the new Conven- 
tion referring to tonnage dues, joint courts in Custom-house 
eases, and the cashing of drawback duty certificates, the me- 
morial proceeds to show the disadvantages which would accrue 
from the proposed establishment of Chinese Consulates. It is 
maintained that # recognised Chinese consul resident either 
in Hong Kong or any other British colony would more pro- 
bably take advantage of his position to “ squeeze” and annoy 
rather than to protect his fellow-subjects, and in this he 
would be aided by the circumstance that their fami- 
lies and connections in China would be entirely ander 
the control of Chinese officials. Thus the effect of the stipu- 
lation would be to give the Chineso Government undue con- 
trol over the native merchants of Hong Kong. The memorial 
then proceeds to notice the probable operations of the alteration 
in the “ most favoured nation clause,” with referenceto which it 
observes :— 


For the first time, it is proposed to give back to China a portion of its 
former concessions, as the price of new privileges; and in this policy the 
concurrence of other nations has to be sought. But the negotiators have 
overlooked the consideration that while on this occasion it is Great Britain 
that fixes the ter.ns-f the new arrangement, on the next revision of a 
Treaty it may be some other Power, and that Power possibly unfriendly 
or at least indifferent to our interests. Yet by its own act Great Britain 
would not be free to claim the privileges obtained by its neighbour, 
unless it took them witb all the accompanying disabilities and re- 
atrictions. The case will be made more intelligible by an illustration or 
two. Let the instance be taken of a Treaty Puwer largely interested in 
the silk trade with China, but with a very trifling interest in tea. Its 
Goveroment might think it advantageous to arrange with the Chinese 
that there should be no export duty on silk, allowing them as a compensa- 
tion to double the duty on tea. The subjects of this power would then 
get their silk free of daty, but when British subjects claimed the same 
privilege, Article I. of this Convention would be quoted by the Chinese to 
show that if they wished to enjoy it, the accompanying condition must be 
that they pay double duty on tea, And as this condition could not pos- 
eibly be assented to, the entire silk trade must pass into the hands of other 
countries, with whose merchants British buyers would be unable to com- 
pete. Or take the case of another Treaty Power which has no trade with 
China, bat is mainly anxious for a political standing and influence in that 
country. Supposing such a power were to negotiate the right of audience 
from the Chinese Emperor, abandoning in return the right of access to the 
Yangtesze and the whole of the interior, which is of no practical importance 
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to its subjects. Great Britain with its vast trading interesta could not as- 


conceded to its neighbour, which would thenceforward pussess an undoubted 
pre-eminence at Peking, and in the estimation of native politicians occupy 
the first place among other nations. It might even suit the policy of 
Chinese statesmen to take up some of the smaller Powers and grant them 
exclusive privileges in return for their abandoning Treaty rights of great 
moment to others, though of none to themselves. In short, in this article 
may be discovered the germs of much present embarrassment and of 
eventual disagreement of the most serious nature, both with China and with 
those Western Powers whose friendly and united action has hitherto been 
& guarantee for peace and security to residents in China, and has become 
essential to the permanence and development of their trade, 

In conclusion, the Committee’s views upon the Convention 
are summarised in the following remarks which, it will be 
noticed, fully bear out our own observations made at the time 
when the provisions of the revised treaty were first pub- 
lished :— 

Your memorialists desire respectfully to state that in their opinion the 
benefits proposed to be conferred upon British trade by this Convention are 
wholly inadequate to counterbalance the disadvantages involved in the 
withdrawal of rights and privileges secured by former treaties, and the 
imposition of the additional duties to which we have taken exception. We 
have shown that the concessions to China areeither in the form of a money 
payment, or they are the relinquishment by this country of valuable com- 
mercial or political privileges; while the equivalents offered, with the 
trifling exception of the duty on some minor articles, are either nominal, 
or they are plainly of equal advantage to the subjects of both nations. 
The Convention forms the first distinct evidence of a retrograde policy in 
China, than which nothing can be more unwise, looking to the pains and 
sacrifices with which our present commercial position has been attained. In 
this labour of a generation Great Britain has ever taken the foremost 
place; and as she has sought no special privileges for herself, all Foreign 
nations have reaped the benefits of her enterprise. To abandon any of 
the advantages thus acquired seems to your memorialists most suicidal ; 
to hold them at the pleasure or subject to the intrigues of possibly un- 
friendly neighbours, not less so. In these considerations your memorialists 
find additional and cogent reasons for urging a reconsideration of much 
that has a place in the Convention. They will be glad to have the oppor- 
tunity of explaining in personal conference any point on which it may be 
possible t. give fuller or more distinct expression to their views. They 
must repeat, however, that if alteration is found impossible, they are con- 
vinced it would prove more advantageous to the interests of this country 
to fall back upon the Treaty of Tientsin, while requiring a better observ- 
ance of its provisions. 











THE “SPINDRIFT” AGAIN. 

More correspondence about what The Times calls “The 
shameful wreck of the Spindrift.” The term {s a strong one, 
but not too strong ; the loss of this fine vessel was as shame- 
ful to those responsible for her safety as the subsequent pro- 
ceedings have beon disgraceful to the tribunals on whom de- 
volved the duty of investigating into and punishing the 
neglect it arose from. When the result of the inquiry became 
known, we expressed a hope that English shipowners and 
underwriters would not allow this mockery of judicial in- 
quiry to pass unchallenged ; nor havethey. The Committee 
of Lioyp’s have addressed a letter to the Board of Trade, 
asking for an explanation of the grounds on which the cap- 
tain and pilot had been so leniently dealt with, inasmuch as 
all the inquiries that had taken place had failed to elicit one 
reasonable excuse for the loss of the ship. This letter was 
forwarded to the Elder Brethren to be answered, and their 
reply is a model of self-sufficient imbecility. ‘Elder Bre- 
thren,” indeed! far advanced, we should say, in their second 
childhood. Thvy presume, in the first place, to lecture the 
Committee of Lioyn’s for interfering at all, on the ground 
that “ parties interested in a question ought not to constitute 
themselves its judges,” and go on to insinuate that the Com- 
mittee are actuated by revengeful feelings in consequence of 
the magnitude of the loss sustained. Then, relapsing from 
impertinence into puerility, the Elder Brethren state that 
they have ascertained that the night was not so fine as it 
had been represented, but, on the contrary, was “a very de- 
ceiving one ;” and that although it was a starlight night, 
and clear to seaward, there was some haze or mist about the 
Dungeness light. The Committee of Luoyp’s naturally de- 
cline to receive these as satisfactory reasons for acquitting 
the captain and pilot of aserious charge, but we suppuse they 
are powerless to do more than express their dissent. Our 
owo impression is, that the sooner these Elder Brethren are 
superanouated, and their duties entrusted to more competent 
hands, the better. 


WE understand that the owners of Hong Kong property 
intend to memorialise Earl GRANVILLE specially on the sub. 
ject of the second article of the new Convention, which pro- 
vides that ‘‘ China may appoint Consuls to reside at all British 
ports.” In the case of Hong Kong it is deemed to be a most 
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injurious step, and wonld tend to subvert the authority of the 
English Government in that island, and also be injurious to 
the trade of the port generally. It will be remembered that 
Mr. WALKINSHAW was very urgent in deprecating this mea- 
sure at the meeting of China merchants on the 13th ult., and 
we think that the force of his remarks was not sufficiently 
appreciated at the time.

The prospectus of the Colombo Gas and Water Company has 
been issued with the following influential list of directors :—Sir 
Samuel Canning, C.K., F.R.G.8, Arthur Pratt Barlow, Exq., Direc- 
tor of the Great Western Hotel Company; Thomas Glen, Esq., 
Director of the Hong Kong and China Gas Company ; Lieut.-Col. 
Alfred Pearson, Junior United Service Club; Major W.S Suart, 
R.E., Director of the Hong Kong and China Gas Company, and the 
Bombay Gas Company. Committee in Colombo: Alfred Wise, 
Exq. (Messre. Geo. Stewart and Co.), G. 8. Duff, Esq., Oriental 
Bank, Colombo ; John Thomas White, Esq. (Messrs. J. M. Robert 
and Co ), Robert Dawson, Esq. (Messrs R. Dawson and(Co.). The 
capital is fixed at £75,000, in shares of £10 each, of which £10,000 
has been subscribed in Ceylon, being a good guarantee of the 
success of the company. The attention of the directors will 
be first directed to gas, a grant having been obtained from 
Government of exclusive rights. Other advantages have 
also been secured from the Musicipal Council of Colombo. 
Contracts for laying down the works have been made with 
Messrs, Laidlaw and Son, Glasgow, within eighteen months, 
The scheme has been well and carefully considered, aud the esti- 


mate of customers is moderate, considering that the levelling of 


the old Fort walls at Colombo will largely increase the number of 
houses requiring gas. The local committee in Colombo, com 
prising members of first-class firms, is a security to the share- 
holders in looking after the interests of the company on the spot. 

The Marseilles, Algiers, and Malta Telegraph Company (Limi- 
ted) has been announced in connection with the Anglo-Mediter. 
ranean and the system of submarine telegraphs in alliance with 
that company’s route. The capital is £200,000 in 20,000 shares 
of £10 each, of which 18,000 shares are for subscription. The 
object of the company is to establish and work a direct line of 
telegraph from Marseilles, Algeria, and Malta, in accordance with 
& concession granted by the French Government under Imperial 
decree, and which has been assigned to the company. The com- 
pany’s lines, it is stated, will afford to the traffic between France, 
Egypt, India, the French colony of Cochin China. China, and 
Australia (which would otherwise have to traverse 1,300 miles of 
land through Italy), the same reliable communication with those 
places as Great Britain will possess by means of the Falmouth, 
Gibraltar, and Malta Telegraph. With termini at Falmouth and 
at Marseilles, and with the duplicate lines of the Anglo-Mediter- 
ranean Company already existing between Malta and Egypt, it is 
believed that the system of direct submarine telegraphs between 
England and France and the East will be placed in a position to 
completely satisfy the wants of the public. The subscription list 
has been closed, and the applications are said to have been toa 
satisfactory extent. 

It is stated that the Board of the British Indian Extension Tele- 
graph Company have under consideration the question of altering 
the Indian termiuus of their cable to Singapore, and that the line 
will probably be laid from Madras to Singapore, instead of from 
Ceylon to Singapore, with the object of availing themselves of the 
superior telegraph communication existing between Madras and the 
other Presidencies. 

The question of division of Brokers’ Commission in the tea trade 
has not yet been brought toa settlement. A few more dealers have 
Joined thecompact for not paying thehalfcommission, which nowin- 
cludes the following firms:—Messrs. Peek, Winchand Co., Travers, 
Staines, Muffatt, Harrisons, Mears, Rowley, Wilson, Edwards. A 
meeting has been called for to-day to endeavour to settle this 
verata questio. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and 0. Company’s steamer 
Ripon, from Southampton on the 6th inst., was, in gold, to Galle, 
£425; to Bombay, £500; to Madras, £1,121; to Alexandria, 
£10,000 ; in silver, to Penang, £8,990; to Singapore, £56,323 ; 
to Shanghai, £179,150 ; total in gold, £12,046 ; in silver, £244,463, 
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In consequence of the sudden death of Mr. Thornton the follow. 
ing circular has been issued by Mr. Homan, his partner in the firm 
of Thornton. Homan, and Co., Bradford :— 

“It is my painful duty to announce the death of my esteemed friend 
and partner Mr. Charles Hermon Thornton, which occurred on Sunday, 
the 28rd inst. It is due to the memory of one who was justly esteemed 
as a prudent, upright, and honourable merchant, to say that during my 
recent visit to America and subsequently, nothing whatever transpired 
either in the business of the firm or in Mr. Thornton's private affairs to 
cause the deep despondency he laboured under, and the aberration of mind 
that ultimately led to his sudden death. The business will be continaed ag 
heretofore. Mr, Emile Weile, who has for several years held a confidene 
tial position in our house, is authorised to sign the name of the firm by 
procuration.” 

The joint liabilities of Messrs. William Clare and Sons, cotton 
brokers, of Liverpool, who were made bankrupts on the 28th Dec., 
are stated to be £89,490 ; those of Mr. W. L. Clare £34,175 ; and 
of Mr. J. L. Clare £37,907. A resolution has been passed to sus- 
pend further proceedings in bankruptcy, but needs confirmation. 

The failure is announced of Messrs. Scott and Gilmour, coal 
masters, of Glasgow. The liabilities are said to be about £150,000, 
The assets are not yet known. dene 

Messrs. Leveson, Lewis, and Co. have issued an elaborate series 
f tables, showing the exports from Singapore and Penang for the 
past ten years. —_—- 

The Crown Agents for the Colonies have accepted tenders for 
£25,000 in bills on the Government of Ceylon, at Is. 11 9-16d. per 
rupee, showing no alteration from the last tenders.

The uncalled capital of the undertaking actually sub- 
scribed amounts to £421,580, to which sum the Debentures to be 
issued are restricted. 

The following circular has been issued by the directors of the 
Oriental Hotels Company (Limited), who expect to reconstitute 
the Compuny and carry on the hutels at Galle, &c. :-— 

“The directors regret (o inform you that they have, after serious con- 
sideration, and under legal advice, found it necessary to apply to the Court 
of Chancery for an order to wind up the Company. In the last annual 
report it was stated that, ow.ng to ‘increased expenditure and diminished 
receipts, the board have been unable fully to meet the instalments due to 
the contractor at their due dates.’ Having, however, made large redac- 
tions in the London expenditure, Mr. Perry, the contractor, having con- 
tinned to act with the forbearance and geod feeling which has all along 
characterised his conduct, and looking for ward to considerable profit during 
the coming season in Egypt, they had hoped to have been able to meet 
current liabilities ay they occurred, and to see their way to pay a portio~, 
at any rate, of their principal debt. These hopes have, however, proved 
fallacious; the Egyptian season, although not yet concluded, and not pro- 
fitless, has failed to yield the amount anticipated; and finding themselves 
unable to meet the interest due on the Ist instant to debenture - holders, 
together with various other charges, they have reluctantly come to the 
conclusion that in the interest of all concerned they have no other resource 
bat to wind ap. In announcing this conclusion, the board desire me to 
state that they trust, with tbe consent of tne various parties interested, it 
may yet be so arranged that no loss may fall on the debenture-hulders and 
creditors, and that possibly some portion of the original share capital may 
be saved.”

TEA. 

Mesars, A. Capel and Co. report as follows :— 

The market has been much quieter during the fortnight. The arrivals 
have been very large, and the trade have held aloof from buying, wait- 
ing to see whether importers would give way in price, but the Teas 
generally have been very firmly held, especially the grades above good 
common, ag it is t-vident that the exports from China have been raised 
to the present poiut by the shipment of a large quantity of low Tea, 
some portion of which will, we think, be found to be too low for use for 
home consumption. Prices have on the whole been stead:, the omy 
reduction being a fractional decline in the prices of low and common 
congons, of which there have been large quantities in the recent arrivals. 
The official returns of duty-paid and exports published by the Cus-oms 
authorities fur the ) ear 1869 yive a total of 146,459,178 Iba, 1) 1,852,396 
Ibs. being duty-paid, and 34,606,782 Ibs. being export. The stuck in 
the Uuited Kingdom on the 31st ultimo was estimated at 89,800,000 Ibs. 
against 101,366,000 Ibe. ; the quantity afloat at 47,440,000 Ibe. agninat 
29,398,000 lbs. 
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The following is from Messrs. Shepard Harrison, and Rehden’s Cir- 
cular :—The heavy arrivals within the past fortnight have offered a poor 
selection, the bulk consisting of low to good common Congou; this 
bas cauxed increased attentiun to the better grades, and a further ad- 
vance of 1d. per Ib. has taken place io fine Congou ; medium to good 
medium is also firmer, many importers having withdrawn their teas. 
Latext advices from China report supplies at the shipping ports to 
consi-t of unugually low quality. Furexport to the Continent there 
has been little or no buying; to Canada orders have come in slowly.

isposed to wait out such temporary disorganisation—a very natn. al 
consequence of these large arrivals. Common Black-leafs and other 
common Shanghai kinds command very little confidence in the face of 
large quantities already ut hand, and in anticipation of further re 
ported heavy shipments of these sorta from China; they slowly de- 
cline in price. In Red-leafs the commonest grades are more difficult 
of sale, and about 3d. per Ib. easier. 

SILK. 

The following is from Megsra. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co.’s Circular : 
—The market has become rather quiet, and the trade appear disposed 
to pause a vhile after their large purchases of the preceding two months; 
at the same time, prices which stiffened during January under the 
daily activity and excitement of the market, have in no way shown 
weakness, and so far us China Silk is concerned, are certainly as high, 
and desirable qualities ag mach suught after, as at any period during 
the rise. There is now un advance from the lowest moment in October 
of 83, to 4s. on China Silk, 4+. to 5a. on Japans, and Is. to 1s. 6d. on 
Cantons. The demand for Chinas has been and atill is mure general 
than for any other class. and Taysaama especially, which have been ex 
ceedingly scarce all through the season, still commanded extreme rates.
